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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to newly added claims 22-30 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claims 1-21 are cancelled. 

Applicant has amended the claimed invention to be of a scope not previously considered. 
Consistent with applicant's argument that the prior art relied on in the previous office action fail 
to show, disclose and/or teach certain aspects of applicant's invention now recited in the newly 
added claims filed on 07/27/2005, applicant's claimed invention includes, for example, the 
following: 

the case having two longitudinal grooves indently formed along two 
sidewalls of the edge port (as claimed in newly drafted claim 22); 

a connector having an upper recess portion fittingly receiving the 
protuberance of the upper cover (as claimed in newly drafted claim 22); 

the connector being slid into the opening to firmly mount the connector to the 
case until the upper recess portion of the connector sits on an edge of the 
opening (as claimed in newly drafted claim 22); 

two sidewalls of the connector are shaped and sized to fittingly engage with 
the longitudinal grooves respectively so as to minimize the thickness of the 
case side edge of the case (as claimed in newly drafted claim 22); 
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the connecting device containing a hole on the protuberance, two transverse 
holes on the connector and a bolt to pivotally connect the protuberance of the 
upper cover the said connector at the recess portion thereof (as claimed in 
newly drafted claim 22); and 

the connecting device being hidden within the case side edge of the case at a 
position below the upper edge of the case so as to pivotally connect the upper 
cover with the case as claimed in newly drafted claim 22). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the drawing Figure 3 presented under the Heading 

"DRAWING AMENDMENTS" in "Attachment 1" of the response filed on 03/21/2005 is not

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 8 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 21-30: Rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112. first paragraph 

Claims 21-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The new matter contained in claims 21-30 is as follows: 

The recitation, and therefore subject matter related thereto, of "so as to 
minimize said thickness of said case side edge of said case" was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention (see for example claims 21 and 23). 

The recitation, and therefore subject matter related thereto, of "wherein sad bolt 
has a length shorter than a distance of said two sidewalls of said connector at 
said two holes thereof" was not described in the specification in such a way as 
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to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention (see 
claim 21). 

The recitation, and therefore subject matter related thereto, of "said connector 
extending in an inclined manner " was not described in the specification in such 
a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention (see claim 23). 

The recitation, and therefore subject matter related thereto, of " therefore to 
strengthen" was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention (see 
claim 24). 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.0 l(o). Correction of the 
following is required: 

"having a width larger than a width of said inner side" (claim 23); and 

"said thickness of said case side edge of said case is substantially larger than a 
thickness of said connector" (claims 25-27). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 23-30 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
